Gershon  Kekst  To  Be  Honored 
At  Seminary  Dinner 
Tuesday,  May  23 

The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  will  honor  Gershon 
Kekst,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  The  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  of  America,  a  beloved  past 
officer  of  our  congregation,  and  a  current  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  on  behalf  of  the 
Seminary,  at  a  gala  dinner  at  the  synagogue  on 
Tuesday  evening,  May  23,  1995. 

In  addition  to  Rabbi  Ismar  Schorsch,  Chancellor 
of  the  Seminary  and  head  of  the  Conservative 
Movement  who  will  be  one  of  this  special 
evening’s  keynote  speakers,  Lieutenant  General 
Ehud  Barak,  immediate  past  Chief  of  Staff  of  the 
Israeli  Army  and  one  of  the  rising  stars  in  Israel’s 
political  firmament,  will  speak  at  this  event. 
Often  spoken  of  as  a  likely  future  Prime  Minister 
of  Israel,  his  speaking  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
is  a  tribute  to  the  importance  of  both  the  congre¬ 
gation  and  the  Seminary  in  the  Jewish  world. 

Bom  in  1942,  Lt.  General  Barak  joined  the  Israel 
Defense  Forces  in  1959  and  was  promoted  up  the 
ranks  and  served  in  a  series  of  strategically 
important  positions  until,  in  April  1991,  he 
assumed  the  post  of  the  14th  Israel  Defense 
Forces  Chief  of  the  General  Staff  and  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  rank  of  Lt.  General,  the  highest 
position  in  the  Israeli  military. 

A  regular  participant  in  Israeli  Cabinet  meetings, 
Lt.  General  Barak  played  a  central  role  in  finaliz¬ 
ing  the  peace  agreement  with  Jordan,  signed  in 
1994. 

Lt.  General  Barak  holds  a  B.Sc.  in  Physics  and 
Mathematics  from  the  Hebrew  University  in 
Jerusalem  and  a  M.Sc.  in  Economics- 
Engineering  Systems  from  Stanford  University, 
California.  He  was  awarded  the  “Distinguished 
Service  Medal”  and  several  other  citations  for 
courage  and  operational  excellence.

From  the  Rabbi’s  Desk 

Not  all  that  long  ago  we  returned  from  a  congre¬ 
gational  Bar  and  Bat  Mitzvah  trip  to  Israel.  What 
a  wonderful  way  for  families  to  celebrate  this 
occasion,  exposing  their  children  to  the  land  of 
Israel,  its  life,  its  history,  its  people,  its  day  to  day 
pulse. 

We  learned  a  great  deal  as  we  bused  and  hiked 
through  the  country.  What  most  intrigued  me 
were  the  stories  of  the  Bedouins,  the  nomadic 
tribe  that  live  in  tents  throughout  the  desert.  We 
learned  that  the  Bedouins  possess  an  amazing 
ability  to  read  footprints,  and  to  tell  precisely  to 
whom  these  footprints  belong.  By  studying  these 
footprints,  they  can  detect  an  individual’s  age, 
gender,  and  even  nationality.  We  were  told  many 
stories  of  how  this  Bedouin  skill  has  been  a  great 
help  to  Israel’s  army. 

What  I  found  most  interesting  was  a  particular 
Bedouin  custom.  The  Bedouins  have  a  built-in 
system  of  indicating  whether  or  not  they  appreci¬ 
ate  their  guests.  Unlike  we  Americans  who  play 
games  by  pretending  we  are  having  a  wonderful 
time  when  in  fact  we  are  not,  the  Bedouins  play 
no  such  games.  If  they  are  not  fond  of  their  visi¬ 
tor,  they  will  serve  their  visitor  tea.  If  they  are 
fond  of  their  visitor,  they  will  first  serve  this  per¬ 
son  a  cup  of  very  bitter  coffee  to  indicate  that 
time  spent  without  this  person  has  been  bitter. 
(This  practice  is  followed  even  when  they  have 
never  met  this  visitor  before.)  The  next  cup  of 
coffee  they  serve  the  visitor  is  sweet,  indicating 
how  wonderful  it  is  to  be  able  to  spend  time 
together.  The  final  cup  of  coffee  they  serve  is 
once  again  bitter,  acknowledging  sadness  of  the 
up  and  coming  departure.  No  game  playing. 
That’s  how  it  is!  Perhaps  we  can  learn  a  lesson.

All  About  Shavuot 

Shavuot,  the  Festival  of  Weeks  or  Pentacost,  is 
celebrated  exactly  seven  weeks  after  Passover.  It 
is  observed  for  one  day  in  Israel  and  for  two  days 
for  those  of  us  who  live  in  the  diaspora.
